but very candidly and earnestly, to the 
very serious possibilities of the course 
of action apparently contemplated under 
that proclamation.”

Cunarder Lusitania left New York bar- 
bor for Liverpool. On May 8 the Lusi-

were Americans. 

President Wilson having overlooked 
Germany's disregard of the American 
warping ip the Falaba and Gulflight 
vases, could not overlook it any longer. 

He sent a note to Beerlin in which 
he said that the accumulation of 
events, culminating in the attack on 
the Lusitania, were such that the 
United States could ignore them no 
longer. He demanded an immediate 
apology for the attack on the Lusl- 
tania, an offer of reparation for the 
lives lost, and a promise that no repe- 
tition of the kind would occur.

This note was sent oun May 15, Cer-

“ The fact that more than one hundred 
American citisens were among those who 
perished made it the duty of the govern- 
ment of the United States to speak of 
these things and, once more with solemp 
emphasis, to call the attention of the tm- 
perial German govegnment to the grave 
responsibility which the government of 
the United States conceives that it has 
incurred in this tragic ocecurrence, and to 
the indisputable principle upon which 
that responsibility rests.

There had been some doubt all through 
the controversy as to just how far Presi- 
dent Wilson would go. He settled this 
doubt on July 21 when he addressed his 
final note to Germany on. the Lusitania 
case, ) 
The concluding paragraph of that note 
reiterated the contention of the United 
States that Americans had the right to 
travel'in the war zone on belligerent mer- 
chant vessels, and that internetional law 
as well ae humanity required of Germany 
that ite submarines attack no merchant 
v i without first giving warning. 

“Friendship. itself,” the note. sald, 
“prompts it (the United’ States) to say 
to the tmptrial government that repetf- 
tion’ by the commanders of the German 
naval veesele in contravention of those 
rights must be regarded by the United 
States, when they affect Ameri(aa citl- 
zens, as deliberately unfriendly.” . 

For nearly one month Germany re- 
garded the warning of the United States. 

But last Thuraday the White Star 
liner Arabic was sunk by a German sub- 
marine. All of the facts now tn the posa- 
seasion of this country indicate [hat the 
sinking wae a deliberate disregard of the 


One Apology from Berlin. 

In only one incident has Germary apolo- 
gized to the United States for an nct com- 
mitted by its submarines. The, steamer 
Nebraskan some weeks ago was struck 
by a torpedo. 4 

For several weeks there was sofne doubt 
as to whether a submaring or ‘a mine 
was responsible for the damage. The 
German government, contrary te its cus- 
tomary course, made no official report 
on the case, b 

The United States ordered a. inves- 
tigation by a competent marine board, 
and when this Investigation waa con- 
cluded, the boerd concluded thal the Ne- 
braskan had been hit by a submarine. 
Before the findings were madi public, 
Germany admitted the act. claimed it was 
a mistake, and offered an apology. fr 
ia now believed here that Germany was 
advised of the board's findings through 
improper channels, 

Back in February President Wilson in- 
formed Germany that he would hold {t to 
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strict accouMtability for injury to Amer- 
icans. 

In May he called Germany to accaunt, 
but that nation refused to apologize or 
make reparation; in July he sent notice 
that further acta would to all purposes be 
regarded as sufficient cause for a break 
in relations, for the last paragraph to 
his note means nothing else; now he con- 
fronts the necessity of making the break. 

While the submarine cases were piling 
up in their early stages, the president 
was confronted by numerous other vexa- 
tlouse German problems. The German 
raider .Pring Eitel Friederich slipped in- 
to Newport News early in March and 
there it was ascertained that it had sunk 
an Americah vessel, the William P. Frye. 

Negotiations for the settlement of that 
claim are stil} under way. 


German Ship Turned Back. 

During the spring, while the Eitel 
Friederich was still in port and the Prinz 
Wilhelm was raiding in the north Atlsn- 
tic, the German vessel Odenwald, in- 
terned at San Juan, Porto Rico, attempt- 
ed to escape without the permission of 
the port authorities. It was turned back 
by a shot across its bow. 

The German embassy intimated that 
the port officials deliberately misstated 
the facts In-the Odenwald case in their 
report to the administration, but these 
intimations were silenced by a statement 
to the ‘effect that the United States ac- 
cepted ' the official report as accurate, 
Proceedings are now under way against 
the Odenwald. 


U. 8. DEFENSE LOAN. 

New York, Aug. 23.—[S8pecial.)—Bank- 
era who woulg be called upon to aid 
should the sale of a $500,000,000 issue of 
United States bonds for national defense 
be decided on, said today that this 
amount would readily be taken by the 
country. 

The patriotic feeling such a break would 
arouse would, in their opinion, insure the 
successful sale of the bonds.

“I believe in the principle of a federal! 
income tax, and a graded one at that. 
But to do that alone is simply to skim 
the top, to divide fortunes created in the 
past, not to start at thé bottom and build 
up an individual structure in which every 
Wage earner may have his share. % 

“The Walsh committee recommenda- 
tions smack too much of bonuses and too 
littie of profit sharing. The bonus is es- 
sentially a charity, and one that is seldom 
applied. A share of profits is a reward 
honestly earned.”

Comments on the Walsh report in Chi- 
cago varied from expressions of amused 
contempt by financial men to sentiments 
of approval from social workers.

One of them is that he never had a draw- 
ing lesson in his life—yet today he is the world’s highest paid comic artist.

Early Days in San Francisco. 


“I started like everybody else I guess,” said “Bud” 


Fisher. “I was born.” R 
“Where and when?” 
“In San Francisco, on April 3, 1885, but I did not stay 
there long. We moved about rather rapidly on account of 
my father’s business. My mother and father lived in 


Portland, Oregon, and Chicago and Milwaukee before I 
_*was seven yearsold.” 


So Mr. Fisher began to sketch his career which has 
led him to the position where he is recognized as being 
in a class by himself among tle creators of comics—a 
position which has forced upon him a fortune through his 


_ ability to make folks laugh at ideas incubated in his fertile 


brain and expressed with his facile pencil. 
“How did you happen to start to draw?” 


“As long as I remember I tried to draw. This art 
of mine caused some dispute in the family. My father was 
opposed to it, and said I was wasting time, while my 
mother encouraged me in it. Perhaps “7 father objected 
because I used to make pictures on his coll 
on or off. It made no difference to me if I saw a good 
chance,” | 

Even yet Mr. Fisher is a bundle of nerves, and is, con- 
stantly thinking of new situations in which to place Mutt 
and Jeff in order to make folks laugh. While sitting at 
dinner he has his pencil gut making sketches on the table 
cloth, and he is not popular with the restaurant proprietors. 


“EF wouldn’t mind,” declared one restaurant man, “if he 
would sign what he draws and let me sell the tablecloths 
for souvenirs, but he won’t do that.” __ 


Bud’s right name is Harry Conway Fisher, but it didn’t 
take him long to discard the Harry Conway. ~ This opera- 
tion was perfarmed when he attended the Hyde,Park High 
School in Chicago and took part in athleti¢s:”’ He ran on 
the relay team at that institution with such stars as Walter 
Eckersall, the great quarter back, and Comstock, who later 
made a brilliant record in athletics at Princeton University. 
It was here they began to call him “Bud” because the name 
just fits him. Fisher’s relay team won the championship 
at Franklin Field in Philadelphia in 1902, and so he had 
acquired some claim to fame even before Mutt and Jeff 
were born. Bud also played on the football team at the 


- Hyde Park High School, where he showed a lot of speed 


and splendid ability in spite of the fact that he weighed 
only one hundred and twenty-five pounds») "=" ‘ft 

He continued to pursue his education in Chicago Uni- 
versity in (1903 and 1904, but he did not remain through 
either year, being too busy drawing. His father still 
refused to weaken in his belief that Bud should follow 
some other profession besides art. ; | 

“You never get anywhere in that business,” declared 
Mr. Fisher Sr. | : | | 

But.his mother still encouraged Bud. Because’of the 
disagreement as to the future of their son, Bud never had 
a drawing lesson in his life. } 

After leaving college he went back to San Francisco 
and there earned his first money with his pencil. Tom 
Dilion, the hat-man of that western city, wanted some pic- 
tures to put in his show window, and he stipulated that the 
characters must wear his hats. Mr. Fisher drew these at 
the rate of fifty cents.a piece, and appended as a caption to 
them some such catch line as: } : 

“Meet a man who knows hats face to face.” 

These were pasted to the show windows and stared 
out at prospective customers. 

“T used to work like the mischief to earn $10.00 a week 


, 
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in those days,” declared Mr. Fisher in speaking of the. 


first compensation he received for his art. “After a while 
I decided to try a newspaper and went to the office of the 
San Francisco Examiner.” 

“I thought you started to work on the Chronicle.” 

“I did. The Examiner turned me down.” 

“How did you get your job on the Chronicle?” 

“I had gotten acquainted with a man in the art depart- 
ment of the Examiner. I asked him how to get a job. He 

ave me a lot of ‘layouts,’ which in newspaper parlance are 
rames to go around pictures published in the paper. This 
is the lowest form of art work and the most despised in a 
newspaper vagy SA bday. layouts, It does not require 
originality or anything but just patience and a sweet 
disposition. It is tough on the disposition. 

“*Take these over to the Chronicle office,’ advised my 
friend, ‘and say you made them when you were on the 
Chicago Tribune. He handed me an armful of old 
layouts. — : 

“I wanted that job badly, so I did as he suggested, 
adding a little conversational trimming here and there. I 
confess that I put’my name on the old layouts before I 
showed them in the Chronicle office, although I did not have 
much idea how they were made. And—oh, yes—I added 
that I had wanted to see the West, and for this reason had 
given up a good job on the Chicago Tribune. My story 
was so good that John P. Young, then the managing editor 
of the Chronicle, and still holding that position, apologized 
for giving me a job at $15.00 per week. My idea of opu- 
lence at that date was to make $25.00 a week. I certainly 
made that story of my accomplishments strong, and my 
record from the se Tribune, where I never worked, 
was a good one. But I had to get some of the talent of 
the art department of the Chronicle to show me how to 
draw a layout. It is not hard-to catch on to, but it is not 
work for an artist. It is the job of a draftsman. | 

“Later I told Mr. Young fully the story of how I had 
obtained my job, and explained to him that I had obtained 
from the Examiner the layouts which I showed him. I felt 
this was due him. And I felt better, too, after getting it

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Tells of the Birth of the World’s 
) _ Greatest Comic. 


Bud. Fisher started drawing on the San Francisco 


_Chronicle in 1905, and continued making “layouts” until the 


earthquake interrupted things in the western metropolis. 

Following this catastrophe he found himself without 
a job, and went to Los Angeles. Here he ran across a 
man named Steele, who had been sent there by the San 
Francisco Chronicle to get out the magazine section of its 
Sunday edition on the presses of the Los Angeles Times. 
Mr. Steele bumped into Mr. Fisher after having combéd 
the town for artists, and finding none available for em- 
ployment. 

“Do you want a job? I need you,” burst out Mr. 
Steele. Bud accepted at once and went to work getting 
out pages, doing everything even to Bendaying them. But 
there was teo much for one man to do, so Fisher at this 
stage showed his business head. He hired several artists 
on the Los Angeles Examiner to make these pages, and he 
paid them $7.50 each, while he himself received $15.00, mak- 
ing a neat profit of $7.50 per page. The artists had to do 
this extra work outside of hours, and could not apply 
directly because of their good jobs on the Examiner whi 


they would lose if they did. 


“I didn’t care if they never got over the ‘fire’ in. San 
Francisco,” says Bud. “I was on the way to be a Récke- 
feller.” ° Thus “ made good as a middleman. 

But it was‘too good to last. The Sunday Chron- 
icle moved back to San Francisco, and Charles de Young, 
now dead, and one of the owners of the Chronicle then, 
sent Fisher a railroad ticket to return and go to work. 

“T went back with $1,600.00 in my pocket,” says Bud, 
“and I was certainly going to be independent. I could 
afford to, and would not work for nothing now, so I held 
out for $25.00 a week. I finally compromised at $22.50.” 

Mr. Fisher wanted to start drawing his comic strip, 
which has made so many laugh, a year before he seule 
did. But he could not convince his Chronicle employers 
at that time. 


“They said I had not reputation enough,” Bud ‘says,

“so I went to work to get myself a little ‘rep. 

He set about to accumulate a reputation by illustrat- 
ing court stories, prize fight yarns and theatrical inter- 
views. All this time he had been an ardent attendant at 
the races, and he picked out a type which he believed would 


. appeal to the public. Then, on Nov. 15, 1907, Mr. A. Mutt 


appeared in the San Francisco Chronicle. Bud still cele- 


brates the date on each anniversary as Mr. A. Mutt’s birth- 


day. He was not at that time accompanied by his “side- 
kick” Jeff, who entered the select society at a later date— 
but that is another story, as the vaudeville actors say at 
their club. Mr. A. Mutt was a hit at once. The public saw 
his possibilities and fell for him. He had been confined to 
five columns on his debut. The managing editor inter- 


_ viewed Fisher the following day. 


“Make it seven columns wide for tomorrow,” he di 
rected. “I would have filled the whole page if he woule 
have let me,” Bud has declared since. | 

“How did you happen to pick out the character of 
Mutt?’ I asked the father of that gentleman one day. 

“Before I started the comic, I used to go to the races 
pretty regularly, and I would see fellows tearing around 
among the hostlers, touts, owners and bookmakers trying 
to pick up tips which would make them some money. None 
was a heavy bettor, but they all looked as.if they needed 
the money to feed their families. They showed more 
anxiety over their piking bets than the big plungers did. 

“I decided to make one of these race tou frequenters 
the character of my strip, and so I picked out a composite 


type. He had to be a weak guy, and I made A. Mutt with 


no chin. He must be nosy to get the feedbag news, which 
is the low down among the races, so Mr. Mutt had a lon 
nose. Then he was tall and thin and angular so he couta 
hustle.” 

It took a week to convince the editor of the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle he wasn’t giving up good space, which 


_ could have been used for news, to junk. 


But Mutt won his way “tnto the hearts of the San 
Francisco folks over night. Even the skeptical editor was 
convinced when he watched the faces of fans going to the 
race track reading Mr. A. Mutt in the Chronicle to see 
what his tips on horses for that day were. 

According’ to Bud, the prototypes from which he had 
drawn the character of Mutt began to read him conscien- 
tiously to see what Mutt was going to do about betting and 


follow suit. Fisher named real horses in real races &t rea! 


odds in his comic, and he obtained his data from experts of 
his acquaintance. His tips were good and Mutt at one 
time actually rolled up a fortune on paper. Fisher each 
night would take the entries for the races the next day and 
select a horse for Mutt to play. His choice soon began to 
affect the odds at the track, and the bookmakers would back 
down the price if they saw in the morning Chronicle that 
Mutt was playing Feedbag to win. But the entry always 
received a big play anyway, no matter what the price, for 
Fisher made it a point to give the readers as good knowl- 
edge as he could obtain. 

If the horse had won on the preceding day, Mutt was 
prosperous in the paper on the following morning, and he 
announced on what horse he would stake his fortune that 
afternoon. If this horse lost then Mutt was broke, and 
Fisher showed real genius in devising means for his char- 
acter to obtain money to begin all over again. The char- 
acter turned fifty cents into thousands of dollars and then 
lost it all on one smash. This Mutt at the races had San
